Hindoes, or. Indians: So there is not any one- among the 
Mabometans, which at any. time. mentions the Name.of 
our -Blefſed Saviour Feſus Chriſt, but he mentions it 
with high Reverence and. Reſpe& ; for they. ſay of him, 


That he was a good Man anda Juft, that he lived with» 


out. Sin, that he did greater Miracles than any other 
before ar ſince. - They call him the Breath of 'God, . but 
cannot canceive how he ſhould be the Son of God. Yet 
they conceive of ns Chriftians to be ſo unworthy and ſo 


unclean, that they will not eat with us any thing that is 


of our dreſſing, nor yet any thing that is dreffed in our 
Veſſels. Andthe. Author affirms, That he bath often heard 
the Natives, the Hindoes, which lived near the Port where 
our Ships arrive, -ſay thus in broken Engliſh, Chriftian 
Religion, Devil Religion, Chriftians much Drunk, Chri- 
ftians much do. wrong, much beat, much abuſe others,
